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Finding doctor lust 
"a matter of time"

Residents who are troubled 
by the departure of two local 
physicians are advised that at 
least one replacement is being 
actively sought. 

“We have received concerns 
from many patients regarding 
physician manpower in Didsbury 
since two of our physicians have 
left the town,” [Dr. Botha is leav¬ 
ing Didsbury at the end of Janu¬ 
ary, Dr. Benton left in 1996] 
began a press release issued 
from Dr. Ahmad and Dr. James 
of the College Green Medical 
Centre last week. 

The release continued: “We 
will endeavour to provide medi¬ 
cal services to all of our patients 
and at the same time we are try¬ 
ing our level best to replace the 
outgoing physicians. It seems 
hard to attract physicians to prac¬ 
tise in rural areas. This is the 
only reason we have not been 
able to find a physician that is 
interested to work here.” 

Ahmad said urban doctors can 
arrange to schedule hours of prac¬ 
tice to fit in a five day week, eight 
hour day timetable; something 
rural doctors cannot duplicate. 

“In the city lots of doctors work 
nine to five and they don’t have to 
do night duties,” Ahmad said, 
explaining that after seeing clinic 
patients during the day, rural 
practioners continue to see pa¬ 
tients in the evenings and on 
weekends. Ahmad, who is presi¬ 
dent of the regional physicians’ 
body, said that short term cash 
tendered by the provincial gov¬ 
ernment to attract rural physi¬ 
cians would be better spent de¬ 
veloping long term incentives to 
keep doctors in rural settings. 


Regardless, Ahmad said it would 
still be only “a matter of time” 
until a doctor is found to step 
on board with the Didsbury 
medical team. 

On a local level, Ahmad said 
the regional health authority is 
assisting Didsbury physicians in 
their search to relocate a third 
doctor in town. 

“I must say the [Health Re¬ 
gion 5] board is definitely helping 
to recruit doctors,” Ahmad said. 
“They are also looking into some 
long term incentives for them.” 

Ahmad said patients are cur¬ 
rently turning to him with ques¬ 
tions about finding a new doctor 
interested in coming to the area; 
they are also inquiring about the 
status of programs offered, and 
the very viability of Didsbury Dis¬ 
trict Health Services (DDHS). 

“I get questions from patients- 
‘Are they shutting the hospital?’” 
Ahmad said. “That is absolutely 
out of the question.” 

Ahmad said the Didsbury hos¬ 
pital is among the most well uti¬ 
lized in the province in the 
number and type of programs of¬ 
fered, and he would like to see 
that status prevail. 

Asked to comment on recent 
announcements by the Region 
5 Health Authority board with 
regard to discontinuation of pro¬ 
grams at DDHS Ahmad said: 
“Unfortunately, if you’re on a 
limited budget, then some of 
the programs cannot continue. 
This hospital has served so well. 
I wish I had the statistics to 
prove [the scale of utilization]. 
Our plea is to the Minister of 
Health... to increase our fund¬ 
ing and help us carry on with 
these programs.” 


Grocery store 
development halted

Gerry Knebel, who discussed his plans to open a grocery store in the 
Victoria Square Mall in last week’s Review, has announced the project 
has been halted. 

“I have cancelled Didsbury |as I was] unable to negotiate delivery 
of equipment as quickly as I would have liked,” Knebel said in a 
telephone call to the Review last week. 

“The owner of Victoria Square Mall has been extremely fair. He 
was as excited about a store coming to Didsbury, as was I. Financially, 
I cannot hold out any longer. The developer was prepared to initiate 
a lot of work, a lot of his own capital, into redeveloping |the property]. 
It was my choice, not the developer’s, that I withdraw from this 
project... The expense to open a new grocery store was a lot more [of 
an] investment than I initially had anticipated- it didn’t work out as 
planned.”

The January 7 town council meet¬ 
ing opened with a presentation by a 
delegation from Family Violence 
Prevention Services requestingfund- 
ing for costs they have ascribed to 
Didsbury in 1996. Council unani¬ 
mously defeated a motion proposing 
that $2,600 funding for 1996 pro¬ 
gram delivery be granted. 

* * * * * 

Third and final reading of bylaw 
96-17 coveringtransportation ofdan¬ 
gerous goods routing within town 
limits was made and carried. Local 
police and fire officials were ap¬ 
praised, and approval has been 
granted by Alberta Transportation 
and Utilities. The submission in¬ 
cluded this narrative: “The main 
intent of this bylaw is to improve 
public safety. By selecting and plac¬ 
ing signage on appropriate routes 
the town will be more able to direct 
the movement of dangerous goods 
onto these roads which are best suited 
to it.” Routing information may be 
obtained from the town office. 


Council pledged its support for 
the formation and establishment of 
a Community Justice Committee in 
Didsbury in a successful motion by 
Coun. Moore Anderson. 

In addition to completing a ques¬ 
tionnaire on Lottery Boards issued 
by Lacombe-Stettler MLA Judy 
Gordon, the Town of Didsbury sub¬ 
mitted a letter urging the lottery 
review committee maintain a mini¬ 
mum funding level of $8,000. 


Council accepted for information, 
a preliminary site contamination 
report on the location described as 
“the Ed Nolin property”. Risk Man¬ 
agement Criteria (RMC) was de¬ 


scribed as Level 3= Low; Level 2= 
Moderate; and Level 1= High. Va¬ 
pour tests done as recently as No¬ 
vember 27,1996, indicate that levels 
exceed Level 1 RMC. Ground water 
tests rate the presence of contami¬ 
nants as varying from Moderate to 
High RMC. 

Council moved to enter into a 
partnership agreement with the Al¬ 
berta Urban Municipalities Associa¬ 
tion regarding this matter. The 
AUMA has agreed to contribute up 
to $1,500 in legal fees to resolve the 
matter in court, with a date of Janu¬ 
ary 14 named.

snow covered”. 

Weber was charged with fail¬ 
ing to properly stop at a railway 
crossing under the highway traf¬ 
fic act. 

Cst. Randy Yaschuk of the Olds 
RCMP detachment said the cross¬ 
ing is marked with stop signs and 
railway crossing signs. 

“He had slowed down, he just 
failed to see [the train], Yaschuk 
said. “He was quite lucky because 
[the front section of the truck] 
was through the crossing [when 
the train] hit the box. People don’t 
realize that these trains just can¬ 
not stop. The train had 89 cars 
loaded full of cement, and of course 
they go at a relatively high rate of 


speed. It took them over half a 
mile to stop.” 

The preceding Friday, the 
driver of a pickup truck was in¬ 
jured in a collision with another 
CP train just southwest of Olds 
at a crossing near the Pioneer 
Grain Elevator. 

In both instances, the drivers 
were the lone occupants of the 
vehicles involved. 

Yaschuk said drivers, espe¬ 
cially those who drive through 
railway crossings on a regular 
basis, may not always pay ad¬ 
equate attention to the potential 
danger at hand. He reminded 
motorists to approach all railway 
crossings with care.

The letter advised 
that 60 days following the date of the 
letter (December 12,1996), the Min¬ 
ister of Community Development 
will “proceed to consider and en¬ 
dorse the order designating the site.

Upon finalization of the budget, 
increases in plots and opening and 
closing fees at the Didsbury cem¬ 
etery were proposed. Currently a 
plot in the Didsbury cemetery (be¬ 
fore GST is applied) is $175, with the 
opening/doeing fee set at $200 year 
round; the cost of opening/dosing is 
increased to $250 on holidays and 
weekends. 

The proposed new schedule would 
bring the fees to: plot- $200; open- 
ing / dosing- $250 ($300 on holidays 
and weekends). 


In Carstairs, the cost for a plot 
and the opening dosing fees are at 
$150 plus GST. 

In Olds, cemetery plots range 
from no charge (for common infant 
lots) to $150 (for a 3' X 3’ cremains 
lot) to an adult lot at $250. Opening 
and Closing fees in Olds range from 
$60 (raised to $120 on Saturdays 
and Statutory Holidays) for com¬ 
mon infant lots to $225 for adult lots 
(between May 1 through October 
31) and $295 (November 1 through 
April 30). 

If approved, the increases will 
likely be instituted by the end of 
February, 1997. 

Plot purchase encompasses per¬ 
petual maintenance.

Wes Yeoman updated council on 
snow removal detail. In preparing 
his snow removal budget amount 
for 1997, Yeoman reviewed snowfall 
data from Environment Canada 
dating back one decade. He discov¬ 
ered none of the preceding ten years 
“even came close to the two events 
that we had in November.” Yeoman 
said setting the snow removal budget 
is not an easy task, adding that the 
budget for the upcoming year will be 
somewhat higher than what was 
allocated in the 1996 budget. Yeo¬ 
man also noted that while the snow 
management portion of the budget 
exceeded the amount assigned, the 
overall amount spent on town roads 
will come in “significantly under 
budget.” 

Final tallies will not Ire available 
until audit figures are compiled.

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Pig production facility submits new application

On October 18, 1996, an ap¬ 
peal launched to abort an applica¬ 
tion to launch an intensive agri¬ 
cultural enterprise proposed by 
Pig Improvement Canada was 
granted by the county appeal 
board. 

On October 23 a request for a 
three to six month moratorium 
on issuance of development per¬ 
mits for new intensive agricul¬ 
ture operations proposed by a 
group identified as the Mountain 
View Agriculture Planning Group 
was denied by county council. 

On December 24, the County 
of Mountain View received a sec¬ 
ond development application 
from Pig Improvement Canada 


The average Canadian West¬ 
ern Natural Gas (CWNG) cus¬ 
tomer will see an increase of $81 
on his gas bill if approval is 
granted by the Alberta Energy 
and Utilities Board (EUB) for an 
interim hike. 

Currently, the gas rate is set at 
$1,374 per gigajoule (GJ); the re¬ 
quested increase would see the 
price more than double, jumping 
to $2,789. The rate will change if 
and when the EUB grantS ap¬ 
proval and will remain in effect 
until March 31, 1997. 

An excerpt from a press re¬ 
lease issued from the Calgary 
CWNG office reads: “Greater de¬ 
mand for natural gas across North 
America, and colder than normal 
temperatures in Alberta this fall 
and winter, resulted in rapidly 
increasing market prices for natu¬ 
ral gas.” 

“Since mid-October, the mar¬ 
ket price for natural gas has risen 
much higher than we forecast 
when setting our winter gas cost 
recovery rate last fall,” CWNG 
president Doug Graham said, 
“During December, the price 
more than tripled in some cases 
and it is now apparent a mid¬ 
season adjustment to the rate is 
necessary.”

PIC president Dave Price said 
concerns raised by residents last 
October were discussed and con¬ 
sidered prior to finalization of the 
current proposal now before the 
county. The current application 
deals with different stages of the 
operation, and a shift in location 
from the original site. 

“The locations proposed for 
these sites are further away from 
Lone Pine Hall [than the loca¬ 
tions presented on the original 
application] and it also involves 
smaller animals... and of course 
the finisher barns aren’t much 
different than a conventional fin¬ 
isher setup would be on any other 
farm so we’re hoping that people

will understand that better,” 
Price said. 

Price said there would be four 
nursery locations and that the 
animals would range from newly 
weaned (12 to 14 pounds) to seven 
or eight weeks old (approximately 
50 pounds). 

The number of animals housed 
in the nurseries remains the same 
as that stated on the original ap¬ 
plication (14,000). 

The housing locations are 
smaller facilities “and they’re a 
mile or more further away,” Price 
said. “They’re four individual lo¬ 
cations, each approximately half 
a mile from each other. The im¬ 
pression that I got out of what 
we’ve gone through so far, it’s 
highly unlikely that there won’t 
be an appeal. We’re hoping that 
by people now having had a chance 
to learn a little more about the 
project overall and maybe spend a 
little more time examining it that 
they’ll have found things to be 
different than perhaps what they 
first understood to be the case.” 

Price said his operation would 
fully comply with “all regulations 
that are out there. If those are the 
rules and regulations to deter¬ 
mine whether or not there is agri¬ 
cultural development, here in the 
County of Mountain View and 


other places, then we’ll comply 
with those. If there’s a different 
set of rules, then we’ll find that 
out too. We have chosen to try and 
find another location for Phase One 
[east of Drumheller] in order for 


us to be able to proceed this spring 
when the frost is out. We’re look¬ 
ing at all the options, of course,” 
Price concluded, “but we’re hop¬ 
ing the approach we take now will 
be a little better received this time. ”

Canadian Wheat Board issue 

An open letter to Canadians horn Ralph Goedale, Minister of Agriculture 


ing), the Board's long-term repu¬ 
tation as a reliable world supplier 
— month-after-month and year- 
after-year — would be jeopard¬ 
ized. 

4. Canada's valuable reputa¬ 
tion for quality and consistency, 
load-after-load, could not be as¬ 
sured in a multi-seller environ¬ 
ment. 

5. Uncertainties about volume 
and quality and about customer 
service and loyalty could render 
initial price guarantees unten¬ 
able. 

Consequently, dual marketing 
is not purely a "win for freedom” 
without real costs and losses for 
others. 

The Government of Canada 
has consulted thoroughly with 
farmers about western grain mar¬ 
keting issues. We have provided 
the opportunity for every farmer 
to let his/her views be known and 
quite literally thousands have 
done so. In early December, we 
tabled legislation in the House of 
Commons to respond to the need 
for marketing changes. 

Our proposed amendments to 
the Canadian Wheat Board Act 
are intended to build upon the 
CWB's proven marketing 
strengths, while modernizing its 
governance system, increasing 


accountability to farmers, im¬ 
proving its operating flexibility, 
speeding up cash-flows to farm¬ 
ers, and empowering farmers with 
the most important say in any 
future CWB mandate changes. 

The impact of these changes 
should not be under-esti¬ 
mated. For the first time in 
history, the overall govern¬ 
ance of the CWB will be placed 
in the hands of a board of di¬ 
rectors and the majority 
among the directors will be 
duly elected by farmers (be¬ 
ginning in 1998). Further¬ 
more, when any significant 
changes to the CWB's market¬ 
ing jurisdiction are being con¬ 
sidered in the future, farmers 
themselves will have the final 
say through a producer vote. 

The intense debate among 
farmers about their grain mar¬ 
keting preferences clearly pro¬ 
vokes strong emotions. But noth¬ 
ing is gained by engaging in po¬ 
tentially illegal activities or by 
hurling insults back and forth. 
Surely all sides can demonstrate 
sufficient maturity to credit to 
those with whom they disagree 
that same sincerity and princi¬ 
pled high-mindedness which they 
so generously credit to them¬ 
selves. 


Response from the office of 
Myron Thompson, Wild Rose MP 


First, we want to go on record 
stating Reform never has, never 
will advocate unilateral dissolu¬ 
tion of the Wheat Board. What we 
have consistently stated and fully 
support is this - the directorship, 
board and accountability of the 
Wheat Board must be determined 
by producer elected representa¬ 
tives and the producers must de¬ 
termine the operation of the 
Board and the use of funds col¬ 
lected from sales. 

Now to answer the letter from 
the Agriculture Minister. 

1. We fully support that the 
rule of law must be upheld. We do 
however, also agree that use of

People must come before pigs 


Dear Editor: 

There has been a lot of con¬ 
cern over large-scale hog opera¬ 
tions in the Mountain View 
County over the past several 
months. It is very important that 
we understand the negative im¬ 
pact that large hog factories can 
do to a community before the 
problems are here and then it's 
too late. 

The Mountain View Agricul¬ 
tural Planning Group is con¬ 
cerned with the long-term viabil¬ 
ity of the family farm, as well as a 
successful and viable agricultural 
operation for our province. It is 
important that we be open to any 
agricultural sector that is a ben¬ 
efit to the province. Where we 
have concerns in a sector, is only 
when the negativity becomes a 
detriment to the community. 

In no way, do we want to re¬ 
strict or infringe on any existing 
operation. 

You may be aware that the 
Development Appeal Board de¬ 
nied the construction of Pig Im¬ 
provement Canada's [P.I.C.J ap¬ 
plication on stage #1 for a 4,250 
sow barn in the county near the 
Lone Pine Hall east of Didsbury. 
To our understanding, this is still 
before the judges. In addition, as 
of December 24, P.I.C. has also 
applied for stage #2 weaner 
barns, and stage #3 finishing 
bams. Stage #2 would facilitate 
14,000 weaner pigs in four bams 
and stage #3 would hold 7,000 
finishing hogs in two bams. 

In August of 96, stage #3 had 
an additional 14 bams required 
for this project. These bams were 
to be tendered for lumber which 
could facilitate another approxi-

mately 49,000 hogs. Where these 
barns or finisher hogs may go, we 
don't know. 

Under our present bylaws of 
the County of Mountain View, it 
has been said that we have 
adopted the Code of Practise in 
our county. However, that does 
very little in protecting a 
neighborhood from being se¬ 
verely affected. 

In cases where an open lagoon 
or [lagoons] can be several acres 
and hold millions of gallons of 
hog waste, and the developer says 
they will simply put a shelter belt 
around it for protection, this is 
not acceptable. The community 
has to smell this stench for years 
to come. Smelling hog bams is 
one thing but putting up with the 
stench from lagoons of this size 
can become unbearable. We must 
all work together to ensure these 
conditions are not imposed in our 
county. 

According to the promotions 
done on the Alberta Advantage, 
our province is promoting growth 
in the hog industry by the year 
2000, to be four times larger than 
at the present to the tune of ten 
million finished hogs per year, 
whether the community likes it 
or not. In that case we would 
have approximately 6 million 
hogs at any given time. Many 
residences will have intensified 
hog bams in their area should 
this come to a reality. Hog waste 
is two to four times that of hu¬ 
mans. This means there could be 
as much hog waste from these 
animals stored in open earthen 
lagoons as 24 million people; 
nearly the total human waste in

The Way of Life

Whenever God is shoved to the 
margins of society, inner morals no 
longer function appropriately. The 
only choice for government is to con¬ 
trol by force. But force only creates 
despair and cowering before author¬ 
ity and further blunts the working of 
inner moral conscience. 

When God is displaced from the 
centre of worship, worship patterns 
are determined on the basis of mar¬ 
keting strategies to "meet the needs 
of the current generation." When 
one church meets with a measure of 
success tdetermined by attendance), 
everyone attempts to imitate that 
pattern. Chasing worship fads con¬ 
tributes to the trivialization of God. 

Determining the truth or identi¬ 
fying worship patterns on the basis 
of polls is complicated by the ever 
changing desires of an affluent cul¬ 
ture. 


If a leader, curriculum, fellow¬ 
ship, or anything else draws atten¬ 
tion away from the central focus 
upon God, the group is doomed to 
disintegrate 

Jesus declared that the greatest 
commandment of all was: 

You shall love the Lord your 
God with all your heart, and with 
all your soul, and with all your 
mind." (Matthew 22:37 NRSV). 

He was following the guidelines 
of the Ten Commandments, in 
which any trivialization of God is 
condem ned - especially in the use of 
idols to replace Him in any way. 

When the Israelites were choos¬ 
ing to place God on the sidelines 
and run their own show, He spoke 
decisively through Moses about 
arrival in the promised land: "No 
one who has treated me with con¬ 
tempt will ever see it" (Numbers 


An analogy can be drawn from 
the children's story, The Three 
Bears," in which Goldilocks tests eve¬ 
rything on the basis of her own pref¬ 
erences. When our choices in ethics 
and worship are simply a contest of 
personal preference the result is sub¬ 
jective anarchy.

IMPROVED RECEPTION 
The 80 foot tower erected be¬ 
hind the K & W last Wednesday 
was installed to boost local hand 
held cellular telephone recep¬ 
tion. Previously, Didsbury users 
relied on Olds or Carstairs cell 
sites, Telus engineer Scott 
Jackson said the equipment is 
now up and running and ex¬ 
plained the purpose of the tower 
is to: “improve cellular cover¬ 
age in Didsbury. It is actually a 
cellular enhancer. It will be pick¬ 
ing up the signal from our 
Carstairs tower, amplifying the 
signal, then transmitting it to 
Didsbury at a higher level.” The 
enhancer should improve hand 
held coverage throughout the 
town of Didsbury.

A lot has been said recently in the 
farm press about checking for heat¬ 
ing grain and oilseeds in your bins. 
Having a bin of canola "fry" can be a 
very expensive lesson. Enough said! 

Rather than managingbins, mov¬ 
ing grain around and adding even 
more expensive capital items such 
as fans, dryers, more bins, etc., why 
not look at marketing strategies? 

The simplest way I know to ex¬ 
plain the strategy is "move the prod¬ 
uct, buy the paper.” 

The key issues are futures price 
and basis compared to your targets. 
When the opportunity comes up to 
deliver on a narrow basis, regard¬ 
less of price, move on it. This gets 
the product out from under spoilage 
risk, pays bills and likely exceeds 
your cost of production dramati¬ 
cally. In fact, at current prices, I 
would expect all your yield above 


what you pay for the option, back in 
the market place. 

If you "buy the paper" by using 
call options, you are only risking 
what you pay for the option, back 
in the market place. That would 
likely be $ 10 to $20 per tonne (22 
to 45 cents per bushel). This is 
now the entire amount of cash 
the market can take away from 
you. 

Usingfutures isa little more risky 
because the futures price can go 
down - but it would only roughly 
equal the fall in cash price if the 
canola was still in the bin (and not 
heating!). 

Minimum price contracts vary by 
company. Each contract has the same 
basic strategy though. Deliver canola, 
wait for the price to rise within a 
specified time period. Phone the com¬ 
pany to fix a higher price. 

Remember the point is "Risk not 
thy cash to Marketplace!" Oh, and 
avoid spoilage. 


gravy. Why risk it? 

After moving your canola, watch 
for a pull back in futures prices and 
"buy" back your canola on paper. 
This brings the risk (hope?) of price 
movement upward back to you. It 
can be done with futures, call op¬ 
tions, or minimum price contracts. 
Which one you use depends on your 
experience with these marketing 
tools. 

If you have trouble accepting this 
strategy from a production risk view¬ 
point (spoiled canola), think of it 
from a cash in the market view. With 
canola in the bin, you've got about $9 
per bushel at risk in the market 
place. From October 3 to November 
4 canola futures dropped $47 per 
tonne-just over $1 per bushel. If you 
sell for $9 per bushel, the price cant 
drop. You have protected all your 
cash.

Canada. 

Another very serious problem 
a community can encounter is 
underground water contamina¬ 
tion as has been the case in many 
areas in the U.S., Europe and 
Australia. Studies have shown 
that earthen lagoons have leaked 
into the water supply. 

"Land Distance Setbacks" is the 
term used in the Code of Practise 
Book defining the distance that a 
developer must stay away from a 
residence. The way our county 
bylaws read right now, the devel¬ 
oper can use your land for their 
distance setback. That ties up 
your land so you can't build on it. 
This and other issues must be 
addressed through the Mountain 
View PlanningCommission. This 
means our county councillors 
must ensue change. 

Draining the water supply is a 
very valid concern. It is not fair to 
all the neighbors on the same aq¬ 
uifer to allow a large hog factory to 
come in and use an over-abun¬ 
dance of their water. The Alberta 
Water Act does monitor the water 
but should a family farm or any 
other smaller business want to 
expand their operation, the an¬ 
swer could be "no" as there is not 
enough remaining water for the 
hog factory. 

There are many areas in Al¬ 
berta where corporations can pur¬ 
chase suitable land to construct a 
dam for their water supply for 
this size of an operation. Some 
areas have very few residences in 
thousands of acres which could 
be purchased. 

Research also confirms that 
large scale producers bypass local 
suppliers which can have a nega¬ 
tive impact on the number of local 
businesses and the economic vi¬ 
ability of main street. 

It is interesting to note, that in 
terms of a healthy community, 
research indicates that it is more 
important to emphasize keeping 
up the number of swine produc¬ 
ers, rather than the number of 
hogs produced. 

As livestock operations become 
larger and fewer, pressures on 
rural communities will continue 
to grow. 

For the above reasons the State 
of Iowa, which at one time was the 
leading pork state in the U.S., no 
longer promotes large hog facili¬ 
ties. 

The negatives outweigh the 
positives. 

However, if we are concerned 
with the negatives now and keep 
our hog industry and environ¬ 
ment healthy we will all benefit 
in the future.
